Assistaut Secretary 
Davis, however, reverses the pension 
bureau action, holds that tho claim- 
ant was not disobeying orders 
nor violating army regulations 
but was a. ding a comrade in 
protecting government property; 
doiug something which he 
nly had a right to do, but was 
cndable. and so was actiug in 
the line of duty.

The conference commit 
ing with its greatest difficulty in 
reaching an understanding on tke 
wool and sugar schedules. On sugar 
Senators Aidrich and Jones, of Neva- 
da, are holding out especially for the 
senate schedule, and are supported by 
the entire senate representation. The 
house is just as firm in thoir demand 
for the house rates. The indications 
when the conference adjourned Mon- 
day night were that a compromise 
would be necessary which split the 
difference between the two houses on 
the differential on reflnod sugar, and 
it was stated upon apparently good 
authority that an agreement to this 
effect had been reached. 

The house conferees are standing 
stiffiy for the house schedule on wool, 
contending that the seuate rates would 
be most oppressive upon manufactur- 
ers. The senate classification of third- 
class wools is especially objectionable 
to the oarpet manufacturers and 
Senators Penrose and Quay hnve been 
aotive during the day in their 
efforts to secure an advance to 
li cents in the value of wool that 
may be admitted at 4 cents. The sen- 
ate schedule makes 10 cents the figure 
of demarcation in value, fixing a duty 
of " cents a pound on all wool above 
that price. '1 he Peusylvania senat 
say that under this classification

Will Be the Battle Ground of the 
Great Miners' Strike. 

Clararast Organizers, Labor Orators 
and Exhorters Will B« Thare

Pittsbuboii, Pa., July 13. -On to 
VVe»t Virgin in will be the cry this 
week of all the labor loaders interest- 
ed in the coal miners' strike. During* 
the week the cleTerest organizers, la- 
bor orator* and exhorUrs will beat 
work in the West Virginia diggings, 
spreading the doctrine of strike. Vice 
President Carney, of tho Amalgamated 
association, and Her. Winston Green, 
who were appointed organizers by the 
United Labor league Sunday night, 
left for West Virginia Monday morn- 
ing, and six others, whose names hare 
not yet been announced, will follow 
Monday night or Tuesday. 

Pittsburgh's quota of organizer* will 
be Joined in West Virginia iuesday or 
the next day by thoso from other parts 
of the United States. There will be 
enough of them to thoroughly cover 
the entire coal regions of the state. 
Whin they have linishe 1 their work 
they will come to Pennsylvania and 
the George's creek district of Mary- 
land. They will work anion? the min- 
ersof the New York and Clare-land Gas 
Coal Co. and the Westmorelaud and 
Clearfield regions, if the strike is not 
settled before that time. Whatever 
success they may have in the Wost Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Clearfield and West- 
moreland fields, the ot!icials of the 
United Mine Workers, accord iug to 
present indications, will have hard 
work in pursuudlug- the employes in 
•Che New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Co.'s mines to strike. The officials are 
handicapped by the court's injunction 
restraining them from going ou the 
company's property. But this diffi- 
culty is overshadowed by the apathy 

the mines developed the prevulence of 
a willingness to strike provided the 
Mine Workers' union guarantees them 
their wages for the tine they are out. 

The feeling among the tinners is ex- 
emplified In the failure to hold the 
much advertise! meeting ut Hrulah 
church Sunday afternoon. At the 
I'lum creeit, Sandy creek and 1 urtle 
creak pita none of the diggers knew 
anything of the proposed meeting. 
Many of the miners said they would 
not strike under any circumstances. 

TheC.etrfield bituminous coal dis- 
trict and what is known as the Mount- 
ain coal field along the line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, between Jo.ius- 
townaud Altoona, began receiving or- 
ders from the Pittsburgh district.

State*, and supplied the eastern mar- 
kets with the bulk of the coal during 
tho strike of 1S9«. 

With bituminous coal advancing, 
and not much of the product on hand, 
there promise* to be exciting times in 
the coal market. It is kuown that 
there are a numuer of operators short 
on small orders, and it is probable that 
a number of tho smaller dealers wjll 
unite in making one big purchase and 
thus protect their trade. 

The visible supply of coal is very 
small. There are about ten train loads 
of the Pittsburgh product on the sid- 
ings of the Fort Wayne railroad be- 
tween this city and Alliance on which 
the railroad company has an eagle 
eye. It was mined for the lake trade, 
but since held. Then there are 8,- 
OOO.OUO to 10.000.000 bushels on 
the fiats and barges along the 
rivers. This might as well be in 
the mines as far a* satisfying 
the rail demand is eonoerned. It 
will cost nearlv as much to handle it 
as it did to dig it, and if it is put on 
the market it will be at a very stilt 
price. 'Ihere are serious doubts, how- 
ever, of the operators being able to 
putlt tin the market. The miners will 
watch the coal in the barge* and if an 
attempt i* made to load it for the rail- 
road trade the handier* will be In- 
duced to strike. In this the miner* ex- 
pect to be successful.
